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ROGUE RIVER KIWANIS AND ROOSTER CROWING 


Why is the ROOSTER the mascot of the Rogue River Kiwanis 
Club? It's a long tale but, an important one! 

In the month of April in 1953, the businesses of Rogue River 
formed an organization called the Boosters Club. The group’s 
. main goal was to improve the town and help their community. 
They also wanted the nation to know that Rogue River was a City 
not just a River. 

One member read about some miners holding a rooster 
crowing contest and the group thought this might be a way to 
bring people from all over the country to their little town. So, on 
May 23, 1953 the first Rogue River National Rooster Crowing 
Contest was held. People came from all over the country to par- 
ticipate and watch this unique event. The response was so pos- 
itive for the community, the boosters decided to make it an annu- 
al event held the last weekend in June. 

Fifty-plus years later the event has evolved somewhat, a 
Human Crow (People Crowing Contest) has been added, along 
with a parade, live entertainment, children’s events, food & ven- 
dor booths, car, bike and boat shows. 

The Rogue River Kiwanis Club, Chamber of Commerce, and 
City of Rogue River took the reins several years ago and are now 
the hosts of this event. Along with our Christmas See’s Candy 
Sales and Rooster Crow food trailer, the club sells ads to local 
businesses and other organizations for the event booklet. These 
fundraisers enable us to provide 5 scholarships for the Rogue 
River High School and the prize money for the crowing winners, 
and the trophies. 


Along with the Rooster Crow weekend events, Kiwanis does 
many other things that they can “crow” about. The Halloween 
Party is an annual event put on by the Club along with the Live 
Oak Grange Members. This event is free for all kids, we team up 
with other Clubs in the town and put on a real fun night of activ- 
ities. Included are the fun games with prizes and of course lots 
of candy free hot dogs and lemonade for kids and hot coffee for 
the adults. 

Another long time running event is the Easter Egg Hunt at 
Beck Field. The Kiwanis Club dyes about 150 dozen eqgs and 
hides them for the kids to find on Saturday before Easter. Some 
of the lucky kids find the plastic eggs with a secret message that 
says, “You have won a Special gift”. Ten kids are awarded a bas- 
ket full of goodies when they turn in their plastic egg. 

These are just a few examples of the many activities that the 
Kiwanis Club provides for the children in our small community. 
So, if you are willing to donate some time and want to make 
some kids happy, then the Kiwanis Club of Rogue River is a per- 
fect match! 

The Kiwanis Club meets every Wednesday for lunch at the Live 
Oak Grange Hall, 120 Gardiner St. at 12 Noon. Also, stop by our 
frailer this Rooster Crow, (located near the Museum) and buy 
some lunch.

Sure, roosters are famous for their gaudy bright tail 
plumage (and somewhat infamous for those crack-of-dawn 
crows). But there'll be rooster tails of an entirely different 
sort to be found beneath the Depot Street Bridge at high 
noon on Rooster Crow Weekend Sunday, just as they were 
last year. 

This kind of rooster tail doesn't emerge from an 
eggshell. No, it sprouts long and frothy white behind a thin- 
walled, hollow wooden shell of a “boat” known as a 
hydroplane — as in “to plane the water surface at very high 
speeds” (Random House Dictionary). Real human beings 
mount small, screamingly powerful outboard Mercury 
engines to the transoms of those fragile wooden craft. 
Then they fire those engines to spin high-performance pro- 
pellers sitting mere inches below the river's surface, point 
the boats’ knife-edged noses into the current and proceed 


to defy nearly all reasonable survival instincts and every 
single common sense admonishment ever spoken on the 
lips of every son's mother. 

With other like-minded daredevils nipping at their heels, 
these hydroplane racers rip their way upstream to the end- 
point of a leg, then turn around and do it all over again 
downstream. This they call “fun” and by golly, a whole lot 
of spectators, hanger-ons and wannabes seem to agree. 

In other word, Sports Fans, the Cal-Ore River Racers 
Association contestants will be on hand again for the 2009 
Rooster Crow Weekend Whitewater Race. This year 
promises to be better than ever, including another seven or 
so entrants over last year's 13. 

Veteran racer, Grants Pass resident and Rooster Crow 
race director, Dereck Ely says, “We'll have nine of last 
year’s top 10 points placers racing this year.” It seems the 
word got out that Rogue River likes these screaming ban-

Not much has changed since 1953, when the first 
National Rooster Crow Championship was held in Rogue 
River. 

The rules are simple. Each person can enter one roost- 


er; the rooster must remain in the cage throughout the . 


contest. An impartial judge is assigned, and the tallying 
begins at 2:30 p.m. No mechanical, electrical, physical or 
chemical stimulants or devices are allowed. Moreover, in a 
town where roosters do rule the roost, roosters cannot be 
mistreated or abused. 

Each rooster has 30 minutes to crow his heart out. 

Never mind that most of the crowin’ occurs before the 
Official contest, when most of the roosters fall prey to the

ROOSTER CROW PARADE FLASHBACK 
FOR KIDS OF ALL AGES

While it may not be completely accurate to say, 
"Everybody loves a parade,” one thing's for sure, darn near 
everybody in Rogue River loves one. Parade fans 
thronged the streets from Rogue River Shopping Center 
all the way around to the elementary school yard on Pine 
Street. Packed three and four deep in some sections, fans 
clapped and cheered as some 63 entrants marched, 
danced, strutted and rolled along the avenue. 

Shriners zoomed back, forth, round and round, in their 
go-karts; Little League Girls Softball All-Stars tossed gen- 
erous handfuls of sweet treats to eagerly grasping chil- 
dren, many equipped with shopping bags to store their 
treasures, a June version of Halloween. Miss Rogue River 
2008, Chelsea Angeletti and her court, clad in flowing 
gowns and artful coiffures, practiced their "princess waves" 
to what may well have been every single member of the 
Rogue River community. Paraders and parade-goers alike 
traded laughs, excitement, cheers, and of course, more 
candy for the kids. 

Rogue River Press’ own Leif Birdsall, this year's Master 
of Ceremonies, thought the fun ended all too soon. "It felt 


short; | was ready for more." Yet the number of entrants 
approached a record for the annual event. Birdsall traded 
quips with the crowd and the entrants as they moved past 
the viewing stand Set up on the flat bed of truck loaned by 
Main Building Supply. 

Seated above an Umpqua Bank banner and flanked by 
parade judges, the emcee produced a wide variety of hats 
matched to many of the entrants, beginning with a fire- 
fighter helmet that Birdsall quickly found a bit warmish, 
"Man these things get hot," he exclaimed. A wag nearby 
chimed in, "Imagine how hot you'd get in a fire without that 
hat!" By the time he pulled on a gorilla mask for Glamour 
Attire's entry, Birdsall was ready to replace his cooler gar- 
dener's straw hat for the duration of the event. 

Although Saturday's worst heat had yet to strike, it still 
approached 80 degrees by parade time at 10 AM. An 
unusually long staging wait left many participants uncom- 
fortably warm on the exposed asphalt parking lot of Ray's 
Food Place. By the time the Weiner Walk club reached 
Pine Street, their carefully groomed, costumed, and panti- 
ng dachshunds lent a whole new meaning to "hot dogs." 
But like all their fellow paraders, they never missed a step.

Then they 
point their noses back downriver to the starting point. 
They'll complete that cycle three times before a winner is 
declared. 

That winner will be the driver with the lowest aggregate 
score as counted by finishing position on each leg. In the 
event of a tie, the boat finishing nearest the front on the 
final leg wins. Under this format, each leg is a race in itself, 
adding to the spectator value. 

Warm-ups are at 10 a.m.; Driver’s Meeting is at 11; and 
racing action kicks off at noon. Don't dally getting there 
though. These gaudy rooster tails will be moving upwards 
of 80 miles per hour along the mighty Rogue. It's quite a 
show.

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INSIDE SCOOP page 13 
pressure. 

In 2007, Rusty, a six-month-old Phoenix American, 
experienced “stage fright” during his debut at the Rooster 
Crow. 

“We can get him to crow on command at home,” said 
his owner, Wendy Peters. During the competition, it was 
no-go, or is that no-crow. 

That same summer, Bryson Tocher’s rooster Chip was 
not a chip off the old block. The Rhodesian red did not fol- 
low in the footsteps of his predecessor, One-Eyed Jack, 
who won in 1997 with 31 crows. Perched in One-Eyed 
Jack's winning cage, he seemed uninspired. 

The roosters are fewer these days, and so are the 
- cock-a-doodle-doos. 

The winner of the first crowing event was Hollerin’ 
Harry. He crowed 71 times and earned his owner $50. A 
second contest was held September 5 of the same year 
with the prize money of $100 going to Beetle Baum, who 
managed 109 crows in the 30-minute period. "Beetle 


Baum" reigned supreme for 25 years. The closest any 
rooster came to dethroning him was in 1959 when Sandy 
crowed 96 times. 

But, alas, it was bound to happen sometime. In the 
1978 contest, a cocky rooster by the name of White 
Lightning beat old Beetle Baum's record with 112 cock-a- 
doodle-dos. His nearest competitor was Crow Baby who 
came in second with 63 crows. 

No one knows the secrets that encourage a rooster to 
crow, but White Lightning's owner, Willie Beck of Gold Hill, 
said it was simple. "] just kept him away from any other 
roosters or chickens for six weeks before the contest and 
brought him to the contest in a large sack.” 

However, the secret may have been in the person of 
Dr. Mabel Bryant who stood before his cage flapping her 
arms and cheering him on to spectacular achievements. 
According to the good doctor, "We Were communicating 
with each other!” 

Was she the inspiration for the Human National 
Crowing Championship that began nine years ago?

The first contest was held May 23, 
1953. There were 75 roosters perched and 
ready to let loose when Chief of Police 
William Peters fired the opening gun at 10 
a.m. The caged cocks were free to crow 
for half an hour. Hollerin’ Harry crowed 71 
times and earned his owner $50. 

Now, $50 was a sizable sum, consider- 
ing that in 1953, gas was 25 cents a gallon 
as were a loaf of bread and a gallon of 
milk. And, coffee was a mere 50 cents a 
pound. Interstate 5 had yet to be built, but 
still more than 500 people traveled to the 


contest held at City Park. 


The contest continued to entertain even after the final 


cock-a-doodle-doo. Grants Pass auctioneer Charlie Morrison 
auctioned off the fowl---some had gone afoul, ruffling the 
feathers of their coop-side handlers. 

Silent Sam owned by Bill Reeder was offered first. Having 
lived up to his name, his owner disgustedly bid 10 cents and 
then watched a flurry of bidding. After high bidder Harold 
McKenzie paid $50, there was a rush of rooster owners hop- 
ing to cash in, but the bidding dropped rapidly. 

A drizzling rain that turned to a downpour failed to damp- 
en the spirits of the spectators or the boosters, and Medford, 
Grants Pass and Portland media gave the crow fest such 
favorable publicity, the boosters decided to hold a second 
contest on September 5, 1953. 

The successful event has continued for 56 years, and the 
57th crowing contest will again be held on the last Saturday 
in June. The Rogue River Chamber of Commerce and 
Kiwanis co-sponsor the weekend. 

Ariver may run through this quintessential small town 365 
days a year, but on the last weekend in June, a rooster struts 
down Main Street. 

Before all that cock-a-doodle-doo-ing begins, there is a 
rooster-themed parade---this year it's Rooster Daze. 
Roosters appear everywhere-—on T-shirts, hats, banners, 
aprons, shoes and flags, and in the form of rooster statues 
and stuffed roosters. 

“Rogue River has only two big events each year, the 
Christmas Tree Lighting Ceremony and the Rooster Crow,” 
Dee Ellison of the Rogue River Kiwanis told the Rogue River 
Press in 2007. “This is a fantastic opportunity for Rogue River 
to get together and have fun.” 

It is also a fantastic opportunity for the Rogue River

For years, festivities were 
held at Wards Creek Park, said Weaver. 

“Well, the freeway took out the park, and that ended that,” 
he added. 

The Rogue River Lions Club took over from the Rogue 
River Boosters Club, and since 1993, the Kiwanis have been 
lead organizers along with the Chamber of Commerce and 
the City of Rogue River. 

Planning begins at the end of January, and in February, 
the agenda is set and a theme selected. 

These days, the Rooster Crow shares the spotlight during 

what has become an entire weekend of activities, including 
one of the area's largest and best summer parades, the 
National Human Crow contest, a classic car show, a quilt 
show, entertainment, arts and crafts and food. 
The weekend-long festival really starts rockin’ and rollin’ dur- 
ing Saturday's parade when more than 50 floats, marching 
units, horses, dogs, llamas, and folks in rooster costumes 
head down Main Street.
